Supreme Cour und the thing is 
accomplished. 

That’s what advocates of those 
amendments are a g us to do. 


But, simple as this idea can be 
made to sound, it remains a serious 
and dangerous proposal. It strikes 
at the very root of accepted Ameri- 
can principles in government. Be- 
fore we consider any such course 
let’s pause to remind ourselves of 
several facts of our past and current 
history. Let’s recall, for example: 


That alone, among the greater na- 
tions of earth, our country has 
retained its forin of government un- 
changed during the past century. 

That much of the permanence and 
success of its government has been 
attributed to the system of checks 
and balances between executive, 
judicial and legislative branches, 
and between the states and Wash- 
ington. It is based on the principle 
that the right of the people and 
the states to govern themselves shall 
not be usurped by central authority. 

That under our form of govern- 
ment America has enjoyed a larger 
share of happiness and prosperity 
than any other nation. 

That none of the nations which in 
recent years have shifted to the 
newer forms now popular in Europe 
have achieved anything that can be 
envied by the American people. 

And finally: 

That whatever passing benefits 
various odd experiments may offer 
a favored few, they do not hold the 
solution of our problems. Despite 
the alluring phrases of economic 
crooners, America still subscribes to 
the essential truth and wisdom ex- 
pressed by George Washington when 
he said: 

“Nothing but harmony, honesty, 
industry and frugality are necessary 
to make us a great and happy 
people.”

There are a thousand and one issues looming their heads | 
above the political horizon. There are individual fights in a | 
dozen and one districts and a national picture as well to con- 
sider. 


Four issues we are assured fights on: 
1. Repeal of the sales tax. 
2. Repeal of the income tax. 
Repeal of the chain store tax. 
Selection of a delegation to the Republican conven- 
tion instrueted for Governor rank F. Merriam.

There is also a possibility that the liquor interests will at- 
tempt to straighten out their difficulties and remedy a situa- 
tion that threatens to dry up the state unless something is done. 

The contractors, oil and cement interests are perturbed | 
about a plan to divert gas tax funds to pay on the state inter- | 
est and redemption of bonds and publie debt. They’l fight to 
the last ditch, aided and abetted by automobile clubs and mo- 
tor interest generally. j 

This is Just a wee bit of the myriads of measures that are 
due for puble attention via a dozen different media with the 
newspapers expected to carry the free publicity burden and 
other media to get the gravy in advertising. 

Meanwhile the California League of Women Voters and 
the California State Employees’ Association will continue to 
draw attention of the people to administration of the eivil 
service act to prevent it from reverting to a spoils system. 

Appearing bulky in the pieture of immediate develop- 
ments is the governor’s tax eonferenece with leaks from the 
governor’s office indicating a one per cent gross transactions 
or income tax will be recommended. 

Big business will fight this proposition through its Cham- 
ber of Commerce and industry delegates. Chambers of Com- | 
merce will have some 46 of the 150 delegates and will wield a 
large share of the power.

Knox served with the artillery 
brigade of the 7Sth Division. He

Hampshire militia, was transferred 
to an officer’s training camp, hav- 
ing seen service in Cuba, and final- 
ly became captain and then major 
of artillery. When the war end- 
ed he was promoted to Lieutenant- 
Colonel and is known to his old 
buddies as “Col. Knox.” His di- 
vision served in the St. Mihiel sec- 
tor early in September, 1918. Two 
weeks later found it in the battle 
of the Meuse-Argonne with Se- 
dan as the objective. 

When it came Knox’s turn to tell 
his story, he recalled that any sol- 
dier quickly learns to know by the 
whirr of a shell or the sing of a 
bullet whether “it has his name on 
it,” as the soldiers say. In his tent 
at Apremont iate one night Knox 
heard a “big Bertha” with ‘his 
name on it.” Almost instantly his 
little tent was deluged with rocks, 
dirt and debris which nearly tore 
it from its fastenings—but nothing 
else happened. The next morning 
Major Knox was invited by his 
orderly to look outside his tent. A 
few feet in front of the entrance 
was the big shell nearly buried in 
the ground. It had failed to ex- 
plode. 

Knox’s narrowest escape, how- 
ever, was in the Spanish-American 
war. Volunteering in Michigan at 
the age of 24, he reached Tampa 
without being sworn in or assigned 
to duty with any organization. At 
Tampa he was introduced to The- 


enlisted as a 


odore Roosevelt who promptly 
swore him in personally as a mem- 
ber of the Rough Riders. Knox 


participated in all the engagements 
of that regiment up to and including 
the battle of San Juan hill. 

In this battle the Rough Riders 
would charge and lie down and 
then charge again. The intervals 
between two of these charges was 
a little too long for the impetu- 
ous Knox, who was tired of Iving 


out in the hot sun. He raised up 
to sight the enemy and promptly 
got a bullet through his campaign 


hat which took a lock of his Scoteh 


gold-red hair along with it. At the 
end of the battle Knox was de- 
tailed to earry dispatches of the 
victory to the rear, Enroute he 
was overcome by the heat, devel- 
oped some tropical ailments and 
was invalided home just before 
the final surrender of all Cuba. Mrs. 
Knox retains the eampaign hat 
among her prized possessions. 

In the last war Col. Knox had 
another surprise which nearly cost 
him his hearing. Leading up an 
ammunition train to the support 
of the guns, he emerged into a 
field of barbed wire. Just as he 
rose in his stirrups to locate the 
guns, a camouflaged and well-con- 
ecealed battery gave the Germans 


a blast from a brush-heap only a 


few yards away. Knox was par- 
tially stunned, his horse made fran- 
tic and for several minutes he 
had his hands full keeping the 
horse and himself out of the 
barbed wire. When he did dis- 
mount, he was stone deaf and re- 
mained so for several weeks. In 
time, however, he _ regained his
